Anatol - 

Your report on the Uzbek, dated February 14, is inter- 
esting. Please send me his full name, if you have it, and 
describe your immediate source, i.e., the individual who 
talked to the Uzbek. 

The following is what I would like from you on sources 
in the future: 

a. On Soviet sources, full name and identifying infor- 
mation (i.e., date and place of birth, if known, occupation, 
etc.), except in cases of very sensitive internal sources, 
and we can discuss each one of these separately, as they 
occur . 

b. On sources of frequent use (i.e., Dr. K) , full name 
or both initials. I suggest we work up a list of aliases 
for this category, so that the actual name will not have to 
be used. 

c. On one-time or infrequent use sources, only a des- 
cription of the immediate source. 

In your report dated February 15, concerning Boberski, 
etc., your source description was good. This is adequate 
for similar cases. 

In the past two years or so, reports have covered almost 
exclusively the internal political atmosphere, it would be 
w°ll now to also include other information concerning inter- 
nal conditions. 
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
